PRISONERS’ AID. 

The Association Proposes to Inquire 
About the Sheriff's Boarding- House. 
The Prisoners’ Aid Association met yesterday 

afternoon, but did not appear to have much to 

do. They listened to the report of Mrs. Hobbs 
as to the arrests for the month, and to reports 
frum others as to what had become of the dis- 
charged prisoners who had been aided, both of 
which appeared to be satisfactory. During the 
meeting Mr. Ela brought up the question of 
dieting prisoners at the jail, arguing that it was 
being made a source of profit to the Sheriff, con- 


trary to law. He wanted the association to take 
some action looking to testing the right of the 


Sheriff to receive prolits in this way. and 
went on to say that the state’s- 
Attorney and the Sheriff evidently 


bad an understanding in the matter, and the 
result was the jail was kept filled. It the law 
was enforced on the dieting question, be con- 
tended, prisoners would get speedier triais and 
the county would save considerable money, tor 
the reasou that tnere would be no disposition to 
keep them in jail if the profits of keeping them 
were cut off. A majority of those present, how- 
ever, thought that the assvciation should not 
meddle with the matter, and in the end it was 
substantially agreed, in disposing of the ques- 
tion, to ask the Citizens’ Association to enjoin 
the County Board trom paying the next dieting- 
Dill. An injuoction of this kind, they thought, 
would test the question of the mgbtof the Com- 
missioners to vote the Soberiff’s protits, but it is 
by no means certain that anything will be done 
ju the matter. Another meeting will be held 
Wednesday afternoon at 5 o'clock, when it is ex- 
pected that a report will be bad from tne Finan- 
cial Committee, which was sent out some weeks 
ago to raise funds to sustain the work. 


TOTAL ABSTINENCE, 


Rapid Progress of the Archdiocesan 
Catholic Union. 

Tne Archdiocesan Catholic Total Abstinence 
Union is making great and rapid progress in 
this city, mueh greater than appears on the 
surface. Last Sunday the Young Men's Society 
attached to the Church of the Holy Name 
agreed, by an almost unanimous vote, to con- 
nect iteelf with the union, ufter which several 
new members were admitted.

IOWA'S ORGANIC LAW. 


The Judges Reiterate Their Decision 
that No Liquor Amendment Has 
Been Made. 


The One Attempted by the Peo- 
ple Was Not Properly 
Brought About.

Donueux. Ia., April 21.—[Special.]—The Judges 
in the Supreme Court filed opinions at 5 p. m. 
today in the celebrated amendment case. There 
are two opinions, Judge Beck dissenting, as in 
the former rendering. 

The majority report affirmed the tormer decis- 
ion of the court declarimg the amendment 
unconstitutional, and embraces eighty-five 
pages of legal cap, or Over seventeen thousand 
words. Judge Beck's dissenting opinion 
embraces over one hundred pages of legal cap. 

Foliowing ie a summary of the majority report, 
carefully prepared by the Judges for the use of 
correspondents: 

Tue Supreme Court of Iowa today announced 
its opinion in the prohibitery amendment case, 
adhering to the former opinion and overruling 
the petition for rebvaring, Beck, J., dissenting. 
The majority opinion is by Day, Chief Justice, 
and is very long, covering some eignty pages of 
legal cap. It is ditficuit to furnish a 
synopsis of it, 80 as to convey 
to the general reader an inteiligent idea ofythe 

oints determined. The question of the court's 

urisdicdon is elaborately considered, and the 
case of Luther vs. Borden, upon which the ap- 
pellants mainly relied upon the rehearing, is 
considered at length. It is shown that that cuse 
involved the question as to the rigut of a court 
holding its puwers under a Constitution to pass 
upon the validity of the Constitution under 
which it is itself organized, and that it has no 
application whatever to an amendment not 
alfecting the judicial authority of the court; 
that the right of a people to alter or reforms 
their Government at pleasure consists simpiv in 
the right to change the existing Constitution in 
the manner provided in it, or by revolution, 
which is aright not under but above the Con- 
stitution; that the right of revolu- 
tion can be made etfective only by 
superior force, and that failure subjects those 
undertaking to imaugurate the change to 
the penalties oftreason; that unless voluntary 
acquiescence ielded to a proposed change in 
the coustitu uon, the ques uon can be determined 
only by an appeal to the court, or an appeal to 
arms, and that the maintenance of social se- 
curity and of Republican institutions requires 
that the courts should determine the question. 

The opinion maintains that this jurisdicdon 
has been exercised in the seven States of Ala- 
bama, Missouri, Kansas, Indiana, Michigan, 
North Carolina, and Wisconsiu, and has been 
dente ein none. In the course of the opinion 
upon this branch of the case the court say: 


“it is well that the powers of the 
people and their relations to organized so- 
ciety should be understood. ‘Oo heresy 


bas ever been taught in this country so fraught 
with evil as the doctrine that the people have a 
constitutional right to disregard the Constitu- 
tion, and that they can set themselves above 
the instrumentalities appointed by the Consti- 
tution for the administration of law. It tends 
directly to the encouragement of revolution 
and auarchy. It is incumbent upon all whu in- 
fluence and mold public opinion to repudiate 
and discountenance so dangerous a doctrine be- 
fore it bears fruits destructive of republican in- 
stitutions. It will be well if the peuopie come to 
underatand the difference between Nationa! and 
constitutional freedom before license becomes 
destructive of liberty.“ 


THE RECORD. 


As to the conclusiveness of the recital ot the 
Nineteenth General Assembly that the Bight- 
eeuth General Assembly bad duly agreed to 


and entered upon its journals the same 
resolution that the Nineteenth General 
Assembiy was about to submit to the 


people, the court bolds that there is nothing in 
the Constitution, or the statute, or the nature 
of the subjevt making the recital conciusive; 
that the District Court, is a court of geueral 
jurisdiction; that everything is presumed to be 
within its jurisdiction until the contrary is 
shown, and that the burden is upon those who 
deny that the jurisdiction of the court extends 
to inquiry into this recital to establish that fact, 
ana that they have failed to do so; teat the 
jurisdiction of the Nineieeoth General Assembly 
to submit the proposition to the people depended 
upon the fact that the Eighteenth General 
Assembly had agreed to the same proposition, 
and that the Nineteenth General Assembly couid 
not stop the courts from ipquiring into this 
jurisdictional fact by a mere recital that the 
fact exists, especially as the journal of the 
Eighteenth Geueral Assembly, which is the 


constitutional record of its pruceed- 
ings, shows that the fact did 
not exist. The court maintain that 


even the action of a court is void and liable to 
be collaterally impeached if its records show 
that the fact upon which its jurisdiction de- 
pends does not exist. After a full review of the 
authorities cited upon this branch of the case, 
the court closes this point of the opinion as fol- 
lows: “The Constitution makes three steps 
necessary for the adoption of an amendment— 
viz.: the proposal of au amendment in one Gen- 
eral Assembly and its entry upon the journals; 
the agreement thereto by the next Geueral 
Assembly and its submission to the people; and 
the approval and valification thereof by the peo- 
pie. These stepsare distinct, independent, and 
essential. No one of them can be dispensed 
with. It is necessary that the proposition spall 
be concurred in by two successive General As- 
semblies. If. however, one General Assembly can 
cut off all inquiry into the action of its prede- 
cessor by a mere recital of what it has done, it 
follows that an amendment may be incorporated 
into the Constitution which bas never received 
the sanction of more than ong General Assem- 
biy. Such a construction might lead to a clear 
violation of the Constitution.” We cannot give 
it our sanction.” 

Upon the question as to whether the resolu- 
tion as enrolied is better evidence of the legisia- 
tive action than the resolution as enrolled upon 
the journal of the Senate of the Eighteenth 
General Assembly, this court holds that the 
Constitution requires each bouse of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to keep a journal of its proceed- 
ings, and the statute provides that the proceed- 
ings are proved by the journal; that there is 
neither constitutional nor statutory provision 
nor rule of the General Assembly requiring the 


enroiliment of a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution. The court 
holds that the journal upon which the 


Constitution requires an entry of the amend- 
ment to be made constitutes the better evidence 
of the terms of an amendment proposed. Upon 
this branch of the case the court says: No 
authority bas at any time been cited during the 
progress of this case which holds that, as toa 
paper required to be entered upon the journal. 
the enrollment can overrule the journal entry 
asto a bill. We concede the correctness of the 
authorities cited. Under the custom of legis- 
lation the enrolled bill is presented to the 
Speaker of the House and the President of the 
Senate for their signatures, and is approved by 
the Governor. It is in all respects treated as 
the original act. No entry of it is required to 
be made upon the journal, and hence the jour- 
nal could not contain anv evidence/of its con- 


or of a bill, the provisions of the Constitution 
are different. That is required to be entered 
upon the journal, and if this requirement is ob- 
served the journal does contain evidence of its 
coutents, It is evident that the autbories which 
apply to the case of an ordinary bill have no ap- 
plication whatever to the resolution in ques- 
tion.”’ :

CONCLUSION. 


The court discusses and answers the various 
positions of counsel on the argument upon re- 
hearing, and conciudes the opinion as follows: 
* We have approached and discussed this grave 
question with a full appreciation of the respon- 
sibilities which it involves, and we have given 
to its consideration the earnest attention which 
ite importance demands, We have sought to 
maintain the supremacy Of the Constituuon at 
whatever bazard. it is for tne protection of 
minorities that constitutions are framed. Some- 
times constiitudions must be interposed for the 
protecuon of majorities,even against them- 
seivos. Constitutions are adopted in times of 
public repose, when sober Reason holds her 
citadel, and are designed to check the surgimg 
passions in times of popular excitement. But 
if courts couid be coerced by popular majorities 
into a disregard of theif provisions, constitu- 
tions would become mere ropes of sand, and 
there would be an end of social security and of 
ooustit utional freedom. cause of temper- 
ance can sustain no mjury from the loss of this 
amendment which would de at all comparable 
to the injury to republican ipstitutions which a 
plain and palpable violation of the Constuit uon 
would inflict. Thatlarge and respectable class 
of moral reformers which so justly demands the 
observance and the enforcement of law cannot 
afford to take ite first reformatory step bya 
violation of the Constitution. How can it con- 
sistently demand of others obedience to a 
Constitution which it violates itself? The peo- 
pie can in a short time retnact the 
amendmest.

Only 
two of the clubs have, therefore, been revived 
to the necessity of sending delegates. Many of 
the Ancient Order of Hiberniao divisions bave 
aiso retused to send delegates, and for the rea- 
sons already stated. 

It is regretted by many that the advice of Mr. 
Parnell to postpone the convention until au- 
tumu was not adopted. Even if a rmanent 
Organization is now formed, it will be almost 
impossible to organize branches of it during the 
summer months. and it will be no easy matter 
to revive interest next fail. Besides, this is the 
season of house-moving, the busy season with 
the mechanical class, and many who would 
otherwise wish to attend will be prevented. The 
wide differences which now certainly exist 
might be bridged over in the meantime, and the 
2 policy would have certainly spent its 

orce. 

Witb reference to the letter of Father Cronin 
in Monday’s TRIBUNE that he was satisfied with 
Dr. Betts as Chairman, the clergyman whose 
views to some extent were reflected in the ar - 
ticle of Sunday week has volunteered the 
statement that Father Cronin said in bis pres- 
ence in the rotunda of the Grand Pacitic Hotel 
that he seriously contemplated withdrawing 
froin the convention because Betts was elected 
Chairman. Father Cronin will be furnished 
with the name of the clergyman referred to if 
he desires to know it. 

THE “IRISH WORLD.”’ 

The following extract from an editorial in the 
current issue of the Irish World represents the 
spirit in which its constituency will act: 

“If the convention in Philadeiphia only asks 
for Ireland what Mr. Parneli asks in the House 
of Commons, then, indeed, the results will be 
small. If, however, the convention demands 
the rull and complete measuce of Ireiand's in- 
dependence, with au alternative of another No- 
Rent manifesto and tons of dynamite, it will by 
that one demand goto the precise length that 
Mr. Parnell would wish, and by tke alternative 
reserve to itself the right of going as far as was 
necessary in the event of a Jefusal. Even mod- 
erate men appearto think that in the alterna- 
tive lies the only hope of Ireland's future. It 
is now evident to the world that through the 
medium of that alternative impressions can be 
made which logie and eloqueuce fail to convey 
to the English mind. If there is no necessity 
for it all will rejoice; but if there is, men must 
go to work with ungloved hands. It is better to 
cut off the cancer than to de cut off by it.“ 

This does not indicate very forcibly that Mr. 
Egan’s or Mr. Mooney’s moderate views an in- 
dorsement of Mr. Parnell or bis policy will be 
euthusiastically indorsed by the convention. 


AN UNHAPPY DIFFERENCE: 


Protestant vs. Catholic—A Dying Man’s 
Wite and Daughter Arrested, 

ROCHESTER, N. V., April 21.—[Special.]—Great 
excitement was caused here today over a con- 
test between Cathulics and Protestants around 
the deathbed of a citizen, culminating in the 
arrest of the dying man’s wife and daughter on 
affidavit of a Catholic priest named Dererge. 
The priest's story is that he was sent to admina- 
ister the last sacrament to Edward Coffee, and 
that when he appeared at the house to do so 
Mrs. Coffee denied him admittance, and with 
her daughter finally slammed the door in 
bis face. He tought legal counsel, upon 
whose advice Mrs. Coffee and her daughter were 
arrested on the charge of violating Sec. 773 of 
the penal code, which reads as tollows under the 
head of * Preventing the performance of a re- 
ligious act.“ The wording is: 7 

A person who willfully prevents by threats 
of violence auother person from performing 
any lawful act enjoined upon or recommended 
to such person by the religion whicn he pro- 
teases is guilty of a misdemeanor.”’ 

The wife and daughter claim that Coffee, al- 
though baptized when a child in the Cath- 
Church, has never pretended to be a

Catbolic since de married a Protestant 
woman over twenty years ago; that he 
bed expressed a wish before he lost 


his mind tor Protestant spiritual advice, and that 
the Catholic priest was sent by a Catholic friend, 
who visited Cottee and taiked to him about bav- 
ing a priest while his mind was wandering. and 
that he merely nodded his head when asked if 
he wanted a priest.

An Agerieved Art Connoisseur Be- 

gins Proceedings in Crim- 
inal Libel.

A Complaint Wherein Her Case Is 
Siet Forth with Fullness : 
of Detail. 


A Sudden Assault with a Horsewhip 
on the Defendants in the 
Case. 


A ludiorons and somewhat sensational noon- 
day mutinée performance was given in Justice 
Prindiville's .court-room yesterday, in which 
figured two journalists, one rawhide, one irate 
old lady, her son, one well-known criminal law- 
yer, several Constables, a promiscuous gather- 
img of onlookers, tables, chairs, cuspadores, 
complaints, bonds, etc. Another performance 
is announced for next Saturday morning at 10 
o’cloek in the same place and with the same 
stars, the rawhide, perhaps, excepted. 

MRS. GREEN, THE COMPLAINANT. 

The troubie ail grew out of certain recent pub- 
lications in the Chicago Herald which reflected 
on the business integrity of a Mrs. Mary Green, 
the irate old lady who calls herself an art con- 
noisseur. Mrs. Green says she has been an art 
connoisseur for about thirty years, but the Her- 
ald accused her of grave irregularities in ber 
dealings with local artists, alleging she se- 
cured their ee ostensibly to sell on com- 
mission, and, after biring cheap artists to 
make cheaper cop returned the orig- 
inal pictures, an then sold the 
“snide” copies as genuine roductions 
and at great pecuniary benefit. rs. Green 
writhed under the H siash as long as abe 
could stand it, and finally en the services 
of A. S. Trude to prosecute the Herald people for 
criminal libel. The complaint was made out 
and the warrant issued about 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning in Justice Prindiville’s court. 


HER COMPLAINT. 


The complaint reads as follows: 

“ Affiant says that she is 56 years old, and has 
been an artist ana connected with works of art, 
and founder of art institutions for thirty years. 
Alfiant says that iu ber dealings witb artists and 
the patrons of art she has so conducted herseif 
as to have, prior to the publicadon hereinafter 
mentioned, the good opinion of said persons 
and the publicgenerally; and while these artists 
with whom she did business prospered in the 
accumulation of wealth she, on the léith of 
March, 1883, had no other assets save 
that of a good reputation and approved char- 
actor. Affiant says that in a per called the 
Cuicago Herald, on the l4th of March, 1883, the 
defendants assailed the character and reputa- 
tion of the affiant. Affiant says that since that 
publication she has diligently, by herself and 
others, labored to learn who were conducting 
said paper, their antecedents, and motives. 
Affiant, in this connection, suys that said alleged 
puper was built with the débris of tne 
wreck of the Chicago Telegraph. The 
men who furnished it with means to run 
were and reputable citizens, among 
whom were William Eaton, Posmaster 
Palmer and Collector Harvey. They, in com- 
mon witb all others who have experimented in 
conducting a journai without Associated Press 
franchises or privileges, failed, when said Scott 
and said Hatch, who is the former's father-in- 
law, and is an alleged lawyer, concluded to make 
said alleged paper thrive at the expense of the 
reputations of men and women in the coun- 
ty aforesaid. hen the said reputable persons 
tirst-above mentioned saw the vestiges of u 
reputable paper disuppeag through the agency 
of said defendants, they quickly surrendered to 
said Scott and Match ail their stock without a 
dollar in money paid to them therefor; and 
after deodorizing themselves by an emphatic 
disclaimer of all conaection with the same aban- 
doned it to its fate 

Afliant says that shortly thereafter said Scott 
and Hatch placed upon said alleged paper, as 
reporters and editors, for the pu afore- 
said, one convict, one fugitive from Louisiaoa 
justice, ove reformed gambier, who was giveao 
twenty-four hours to leave St. Louis, one fast 
young man, one bummer, two beats, one gen- 
tleman, and one lady. 

“Affiant further says that said editorial and 
reportorial staff above mentioned constitute 
themselves the censors and custodians of the 
ethics and morals of Jud pastors of churches, 
and congregations. Affiant says that said al- 
loged paper subsists by biackmailing candidates 
for offices and merchants; that in order to make 
its system of blackmail on the latter effective 
Scott sends out a pliaut agent to the merchant, 
and threatening to write an article in said al- 
leged paper reflecting on his public life, private 
character, domestic relations, or the quality of 
his mercautile commodities, as the case may be, 


unless said merchant would advertise in 
sid ‘alleged paper. Affiaut says that 
said Scott and Hatch are irrespon- 
sible and worthless save what they 


might bring to medicai students for dissecting 
purposes. Therefore affiant is obliged to seek 
her remedy ina criminal court for the offense 
of libel committed in said paper on the 19th duy 
of Maren, 1883, in said county and State, wherein 
said defendaats falsely, wickedly, and malic- 
iously charged affiant with being a swindler, 
thief, and that she had fleeced Sne Crosby, 
well kaowing at the time that said accusations 
were false and groundless. 
“That James W. Scott and Azel F. Hatch on 
thé lyth day of March, 1883, did then and there 
commit the crimeof libel, in that on suid day 
and at che place aforesaid said James W. Scott 
and Azel F. Hatch did wickedly and maliciously 
publish, print, and circulate in a certain sheet 
called the Chicago Herald, the same then and 
there being an alleged newspaper having some 
circulation in said county, but not being a mem- 
ber of any associated press, or having 
any associa press franvbises, and de- 


pending upon local sensations for its cir- 
culation, with intent to defame the 
reputation for honesty and iotegrit of 


complainant, and expose her to ridicule and 
contempt, the following libelous matter—to-wit: 
‘Mrs. M. J. Green, fakir—a wholesale swindier 
of artists; and in another part of said libel did 
falsely and 8 — of and concern- 
ing complainant the following libelous matter: 
‘she’ (meaning company *fleeced Crosby; 
and in anocher part of said libel did maliciously 
publish of and concerning the complainant the 
following: : would come to you with such 
a soft taik, be said, you would think she was au 
augel—at the same time she would steal.“ 


THE HORSEWHIP PRODUCED. 


The warrant against Mesers. Scott and Hatch 
was executed sbortly before noon, and the 
officers brought the accused journalists before 
Justice Prindiville, and simultaneously appeared 
Mr. Trude, Mrs. Green, and her son Herman, a 
young man of brawny limb and swell attire, 
The accused braced themseives against the 
court railing and demanded a continuance. Mr. 
Trude stepped forward to address the court in 
the premises, leaving his client and her son 
immediately behind him. While 
Trude was speaking Mrs. Green 
giided softly forward, and, in a very 
excited tone of voice said something to the fol- 
lowing etfect to the defendants: 

** You ought to make some reparation for the 
wrong you have done me—l am old enough to 
be the mother of yuu both!“ 

Justice Prindiville says the journalists made 
no response, but Mr. Trude and Mrs. Green say 
that Scott turned and pvgh-pooned the old 
lady’s remarks. 

Thereupon, as if by magic, a long, black raw- 
hide appeared in Mrs. Green's hand. It whirled 
througao the alr with an ugly hum, and the lash 
came down with force on the smoothiy-shaven 
face of Mr. Scott. 

The scene fur the next few moments was an 
exciting one. The whirr of the rawhide was 
beard ugain, and once more Mr. Seott telt its 
painful sting across his face. Hatch leaped for- 
wurd to protect his partner, Mrs. Green’s son 
caine to the front to attend to Hatch. The Jus- 
tice sprang from his seat and tried to get hold of 
everybody at once. The clerk yelled ** Murder! 
„Fire! and Police! Halt a dozen cuonstabies 
usbed their way in between the opposing 
orees, and Mr. Trude said There, there; don't 
jet this go any further.

AN incident of the late election shows the 
degradation of Democratic machine politics 
in this city. One of the gallot-boxes used 
for the town election In South Chicago was 

curried off, in company with MeNully, and 
kept over night in a doggery, and returned 
finally with a forged signature to the list of 
voters, ‘That was bad enough in itself. But 
the companion of the fellow who did this 
business was a man who holds a seat fraudu- 
lently in the Illinois Legislature by means 
of Democratic obstruction. Ille was in the 
buggy with tne bummer who carried off the 
ballot-bux. The most signisicant feature of 
the whole transaction was the fact that Mc- 
Nally’s presence in the affairexcited no com- 
ment and apparently attracted no attention 
among his Democratic supporters at Suruus- 
field: they continued to be as devoted to his 
bad cause as they were before. 

What is the remedy for all this political 
malaria? Thereis no specific for it any 
more than there is in the legitimate school of 
medicine for the treatment of physical ail- 
ments. The body politic must be better pro- 
tected from dissipation and abuse. Perhaps 
the starting-point is at the primaries. If they 
were regulated by law as strictly as elections 
are there would be a great advantage in 
protecting conventions trom the influence of 
the professional manipulators and horde of 
bummers who vote at the primaries of both 
parties. Conventions composed of better 
men would select candidates of more char- 
acter, and the Legisiatures, Councils, and 
official boards would be freer trom scandals 
than they are now. But it will be necessary 
to any enduring reform that the average 
citizen, whose impulses and intentions are 
good, shall be educated to a higher respon- 
sibility for bis political obligations. The 
political tone of the country must be ele- 
vated. 


THE BRADWELL-M’ NALLY CONTEST. 

The Democrats in the Legisiature have in- 
sisted that there should be a third count of 
the tickets in the Bradwell-McNally contest 
in the presence of the Legislature or a com- 
mittee representing it, and have based their 
obstructive proceedings on the Republican 
refusal to agree to their proposition. The 
Republicans have beretofore resisted this de- 
mand (1) because there was a recountof the 
votes in the presence of both parties by the 
reguiar Returning Board, whereat the elec- 
tion of Bradwell was fully established, and 
(2) because they had reason to suspect that 
since that official — che ballots have been 
tumpered with in the interest of McNaily. 
But the Republicans have been unable to 


summon a quorum in the face of Democratic 
bribery and contumacy, and have been com- 
pelled to abandon ube tight for the seating of | 
Bradwell without another recount. The 
Democrats have co:rupted at least one and 
perhaps two of the Republican members. 
and the Republicans have conceded that wey 
have not votes enough outside the renegades 
to carry out thelr program. This ends the 
first chapter. 

Now, it is a question whether the Repub- 
licans, in justice to Bradwell, to themselves, 
and to the principle of a fair count, can ak- 
ford to surrender to Vemocratic chicanery. 
A third count of the votes at Springticid ts 
still available, and since this was the coudi- 
tion demanded by the Democrats the latter 
will not be able to obstruct proceedings any 
further if the Republicans concede what they 
Ask. if the Springfield count be conducted 
judiciously the Republicans will have a fair 
chance to make out-their case. In the first 
place, if the ballots have not been tampered 
with since the secund count while in the 
Coun y Clerk’s office, they will show ihat 
Bradwell was elected by 147 majority. In 
such an évent the Democrats will be forced 
to yield immediately. In the second place, 
if it shall be found upon. a third 
count that MeNally has a majority 
vf votes, then that result will be prima 
facte evidence that the McDonalid-Mackin- 
McNally gang or their agents have had ac- 
cess to the ballot-boxes and changed tickets 
or substituted MgNally’s name for Brad- 
well’s name on more than 147 ballots. In 
that event it will be necessary for Repub- 
licans to prove up the frauds. This under- 
taking will not be so difficult on the whole 
as would appear at first thought. The 
voters’ names were all numbered as they 
voted, and were checked on the poll-list to 
correspond with the numbers marked on 
their ballots. Thus, if John Smith, Repubd- 
lican, voted in the Third Precinct of the 
First Ward, the number of his ballot, we will 
say, was 225; that number was also placed 
opposit to the name of John Smith on the 
poll-list. As John Smith, Republican, votea 
for Bradwell, and the ballot bearing the nuta- 
ber marked at his name on the poll-list be 
now found to be for McNally, it is not going 
to be a very difficult matter to prove the sub- 
stitution of the false ballot for the bal- 
lot actuaily cast by John Smith. It 
will only be necessary to make a 
list of the persons who are known 
to be Republicans but are credited with vot- 
ing for McNally, ascertain from them whom 
they really voted for, and have them testify 
that the McNally ballots credited to them 
were not cast by them, but substituted for 
the Bradwell ballots which they deposited in 
the box. In this manner the erasures or 
false ballots may be run down and the Dem- 
ocratic fraud completely exposed, and Brad- 
well will then of course be seated. 

It is possible that the Democrats in the 
Legislature have been playing a “bluff” 
tame that the ballots while in the Cierk's 
office have not been tampered with, but that 
they have speculated on the Republican re- 
fusal to consent to a third count. In that 
case it will be very foolish for the Republic- 
ans to withdraw from the contest and leave 
McNally in possession of @ seat which a 
simple recount of the tickets now in Spring- 
field would take away from him. If, on the 
other hand, McNally’s friends have stuffed 
the ballot-boxes since the official recount in 


Republicans, but also in the line of public 
duty, that these frauds be exposed and ‘the 
Democrats be put to the blush. The process 
necessary to this end may consume some 
time and put the Republicans to more or less 
trouble in case fraud has been perpetrated; 

but the time and trouble wil! be well invest- 
ed, for such an exposure will be a terrible 
blow to the Democrats la this State, It will 
prove that the entire party in the Legwisiature 
has been obstructing public business to sus- 
tain fraud, and decent men of ali parties 
throughout the State will be so thoroughly 
disgusted that Hingis will be sure to go Re- 
publican by an overwhelming majority at 
the next general election. Furdier than 
this, a patient and laborious effort Which 
should succeed in revealing frauds on the 
ballot-box will be warning that such frauds 
cannot escape detection under the Lilinvis 
system of voting, and this knowledge wil! 
have great weight in preventing future at- 
tempts at ballet-box stufling. Such a result 
will repay ten times over all the time and 
trouble whieh may be necessary to carry out 


the investigation. Two mouths have already 
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honesty ot elections. The work should now 
de completed by consenting to the récduns 
demanded by the Democrats, and running 
down the frauds which have been committed 
if the third count shail show any. 
DEGRADATION OF AMERICAN POLITICS, 

The signs of political degeneration are in- 
creasing rapidiy in this country. Litinois 
has furnished more than its share of them 
during the last few months. ‘he most con- 
spicuous scandal is that recently enacted at 
Springfield, but it is by no means the only 
one. Evenif it be admitted that the Demo- 
crats were justified ln resorting to obstruct- 
ive and revolutionary methods to enforce 
their demand for a third count of votes in 
the Bradwell-MeNally contest, no code of 
ethics and no theory of political defense 
will condone a palpable conspiracy to de 
prive u majority of its legislative power by 
bribery and corruption. Whether or not 
Democratic money, or funds furnished by 
the whisky league, passed into the bands of 
the Republican renegades who broke the 
quorum in the Illinois Legislature, it is not 
denied that the influence of whisky and the 
allurements of harlotry were used to bring 
about that result, and such methods are, if 
anything, more disreputable than the 
employment of money for corruption 
purposes. The fact that all the Demo- 
cratic members in the IIIInois Lezgis- 
lature, constituting nearly one-half of that 
body, consented to avail themselves of such 
villainous tactics to achieve a partis@ ad- 
vantage, is an undeniable indicaWon of a low 
political condition, There was not one man 
among the seventy-four Democrats in the 
Illinois Legislature who protested against 
the infamous means employed to keep the 
bummer Rook out of his seat—not one with 
sufficient sense of honor and self-respect to 
refuse to take advantage of the influences of 
the gin-wills and bawdy-houses which 
Democrats had enlisted to keep Rook on a 
prolonged debauch, There seemed to be not 
a single sign of abhorrence for all this dirty 
dustuess. 

The late election in Chicago was an ex- 
ample of political depravity scarcely less 
striking. It was not merely because the dis- 
reputable elements of metropolitan life were 
Jeagued together in behalf of one of the 
candidates, as that is generally the case; nor 
because the foreign elements joined in the 
common purpose of antagonizing the 
best American element, since even 
that is of frequent occurrence; but 
because both the managers and the rauk and 
file of the Democratie party were willing and 
even eager to avail themselves of these con- 
ditions for mere party advantage. It was an 
election which involved nothing outside of 
local pelicy, but the candidate fer Mayor 
promised to use the political machinery of 
the City Government to promote Democratic 
success in the Presidential election of next 
year, and that promise alone was sufficient to 
persuade the great bulk of Democrats to 
vote fur him without any regard for the 
reputation of che city or the beuelits of good 
local government. IIarrison received the 
votes of thousands of men who deplore the 
vice and villainy which his Admiaistration 
tuicrates in Chicago: they voted for him, 
however, with the single purpose of promo 
ing the interests of the Vemocratic party. 
Such a purpose must be regarded as an in- 
dication of a low political tone; it denotes a 
prevailing willingness to utilize the most 
disreputable methods to achieve partisan ad- 
vantage. 


ORGANIZED CHARITY IN CHICAGO. 

A long-delayed but not the less desirable 
Orgauizaiion has been established in this city 
for the systematic and thorough distribution 
of private charity among, the deserving poor. 
It is unquesaunably true that here as 
in all other cities there is much poverty 
and distress; it is equally true that there 
is no special unwillingness to relieve this 
poverty, and that in one form or another 
there is an aggregate contribution capable of 
alfurding all che relief needed. But owing to 
the improvident way in which it is adminis- 
tered this charity is made A means of in- 
creasing pauperism, while at the same time 
ine bulk of it does not reach the meritorious 
poor, who by accident or misfortune are re- 
duced to temporary suffering. This form of 
poverty often fails oppressively upon. per 
sons unused to it. The family endures it 
silently and uncomplainingly, too proud to 
wake the want known, and yet suffering pri- 
vations far beyond the ordinary experience 
of hunger, cold, and coimmon physical want. 
lu these families sickness is often added, and 
itis intensified by the want which has over- 
taken them, and unless accident in some way 
reveals the trouble to friends death may 
ensue as a result. This is no unusual in- 
stance of suffering from poverty. It is of 
common voecurrence, and yet it is a form of 
poverty for which there is no established or 
organized source of relief. 

On the other hand, the city swarms with 
cases where the indigent are clamorous in 
their appeals for relief. The streets contain 
large numbers of women and children armed 
with baskets going from door to door, ask- 
ing for food; others implore families for 
clothing and appeal for fuel. To these the 
County Agent has open doors; but if there 
were a hundred such agents the mendicants 
would be no less. Poverty is at best a severe 
affliction, but poverty developed into pauper- 
ism is always degrading. When once a man, 
woman, or #nmumber of children look upon 
begging as a means of livelihood, then such 
persons become protessional patipers and 
preter that form of sudsistence forever. 

What has long been needed is an authority 
existing under some responsible organiza- 
tion by whicn all cases of suffering from 
poverty may be ascertained and promptly 
and intelligently relieved. In the majority 
of churebes, if not all, there are efforts to 
this end. In some churches the means of 
relief exceed the applications; in others the 
needy far exceed the means of relieving 
them. 

Much of the charity bestowed 1s wasted. 
Shoes, clothing, and even food given in 
charity are often sold for. drink; and this 
charity thus too often serves to provide lazy 
people with liquor, which otherwise they 
could not get. Strong men too often have 
begging wives and children, and in time de- 
peod on that means of supply until industry 
becomes distasteful, and labor is abandoned. 

The association of organized charities has 
for its purpose the systematization of ehari- 
table relief. The church organizations are 
not to be abandoned; on the contrary, they 
are made active auxiliaries, Every case of 

want made known to them is to be revorted 
and promptly examined, its extent recorded, 
the prover kind of relief ascertained, and the 
relief itself granted without delay. The in- 
tention is that every beggar shall be sent 
to the central office for the specie or gen- 
eralaid he needs; that every locality, pre- 
cinct, and, neighborhood where want exists 
shall be placed on record and the relief 
afforded so long as the want prevails: that 
beggars shall no longer be forced into the 
Streets asking for food, but be sent where 
mne food will be furnished tnem if they de- 
serve it. Each congregation will be furnished 

a Ist ot all cases of destitution in its nelgh- 
burhood. Charity will thus become general, 
but it will de administered directly and not 
at haphazard, It will be distributed intelli- 
rently, and not as now without reference to 
the real wants of the poor.

| Every person in want can apply as a matter 
of, right for relief, But the people who are 
professional mendicants and who thrive on 
their pauperism will have their means of 
supply reduded to a single source instead of 
| having the range of the whole city. 

This organization, as the eure of and pre-

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EDUCATING THE MASSES. 

Mr. Charles E. Bolton, a young newspaper 
writer and business man of Cleveland, has 
demonstrated the success of a new plan for 
the education of the masses which contains 
many features commending it to popular 
consideration. After perfecting his plan he 
submitted it w the business-inen of Cleve- 
land, and they were so struck with its prac- 
tieal character that they gave it their hearty 
indorsement and support. He then spent 
considerable time in visiting the shops, facto- 
ries, ana mills, explaining it to the working- 
men, and soon got them interested in it also. 

Having accomplished this preliminary 
work, he secured the People’s Tabernacle in 
the heart of the city and tixed the price for a 
series of twenty entertainments at 81.50, 
charging 15 cents for a single admission. 
Te tirst ten have already been given, and 
ine remainder ure to consist of concerts dur- 
ing the suniwer months In the public square. 


| A dispatch from that city gives the follow- 


ing briet outline of Mr. Bolton’s scheme: 

During the winter season the doors were 
4— * early, and as the visitors eftered cach 
wus presented with a pampbiet containing a 
cundensed outline of some seience, crapuically 
told; e bistory of the United States, brief 
sketobes of celebrated musical composers, aud 
mutters Of a similar character. Musicai pre- 
tudes by a trained and large orchestra followed 
until 8:10, ween the audience was allowed to 
ouuuge its posi dos for tive minutes by standing. 
Theu the principal concert or lecture of tbe 
evening beran. The music was both instru- 
mental and vocal, and the lectures on popular 
und scleutific topics by the t talent that 
could ve procured. Gen. Eat@l, the Commis- 
sioner of Kducation, was present at the final 
entertainment a few eveaings ago, where Gov. 
Foster presided, and deciared that there had 
been no such work done aaywoere in the United 
States, and gave it bis must earuest commenda- 
tion. 

The courses thus far have been a success 
inevery way. The attendance has averaged 
fromm 2,500 to 4.000. The total receipts for 
the first season were S5, 00, and «after all ex- 
peuses were paid there was a balance left of 
v.00 with which to commence the present 
season. The total receipts have been $8,137, 
and there is a balance on hand of 82.22 
The average attendance has beeu 4,000, and 
no less than 119,200 books and papers have 
been given away. The course, indeed, has 
been so successful that it is no longer re- 
garded as an experiment. The Educational 
Bureau, as it is called, is now considered a 
The 
peculiar feature of this scheme which has 
commended it with such force to the masses 
is the combination of pleasure with instruc- 
tion ata merely nominal charge. Every en- 
tertaininent has been made speciaily attract- 
ive to the workmgmen, and everything has 
been done to secure thelr comfort and con- 
venience. ‘They have been made to feel that 
it is their entertainment, and specially weirs, 
and that other classes cannot interfere. 
They have not been prejudiced against 
them. by any social competition or 
by any feeling of inferiority. As 
a rule the efforts to entertain workingmen 
have failed because they have been uninter- 
esting anddry. Other places have had more 
attractions for them, but in Cleveland they 
have been made to enjoy themselves as the 
lirst consideration, and then they have been 
in the mood to receive information gladly 
and willingly, the more so that the infurma- 
tion itself has been prepared in a simple and 
attractive style. The enthusiasm with which 
they have patronized the entertainments and 
the coustant increase of interest which they 
evince for them is sufficlent proof that at 


last a plan has been devised for the popular 


education of the masses which will go far 
Lo offset the attractions devised by unprin- 
cipled persons to get their money away 
from them without rendering them any 
equivalent. ‘The philanthropic in other 
cities would do well to confer with the 
Cleveland Bureau and study its plan. There 
is need of just such a bureau right here in 
Chicago. 
— 
THE IRISH SECRET SOCIETIES. 

The history of the last week must have 
done much to convince sensible Irishmen 
that politicai secret societies can never ac- 
complish any good for Ireland, that they 
retard her progress, are stumbling-blocks on 
the road to amelioration and improvement, 
and are only useful to the knaves and charla- 
tans who boss“ them. 

From the Knights of Malta and the Knights 
of St. John down to the Invincibles and 
Nihilists political seeret societies have all 
been failures, and have proved but obstacles 
to advancing civilization—broken bridges on 
the route to liberty and independence. 

Italy, which has been the cradle land of 
the modern political secret societies, has 
never obtained any redress through these 
agencies. The Orsini outbreaks were mere 
splutterings. little eruptions on the political 
surface which but showed the dangerous 
character of the material beneath. Mazzini, 
who was much of a statesman, before his 
death regretted his connection with the 
bomb-thrower and with the political secret 
societies. lis love of adventure alone led 
him to connect himself with them, and Gari- 
baldi never had with them more than a quasi 
connection. The unification of Italy was the 
work of statesmen like Cavour, not of 
the cowardly conspirators whose mo- 
tives were revenge and whose animat- 
ing principle was desire for notoriety. 
Since secret-plotting Nihillsm obtained foot- 
ing in Russia there has not been a single step 
taken towards the improvement of the peo- 
ple of that unhappy country. The emanci- 
pation of the serfs was a political move caused 
by the jealousy of the Russian royal family 
of the power of the aristocracy and a desire 
to win for Russia the allegiance of the Polish 
peasants, and thus render powerless the re- 
bellious nobles. 

In Ireland nothing has been done by the 
secret societies but to bring ruin and misery 
on the people, and consigi to imprisonnient 
and degradation their unfortunate du pes. 
They have been big in promise, iniserably 
small in performance. Even as compared 
with the secret societies of the European 
Continent they have been farcical, and the

When Mr. Parnell was Hberated from Kil- 
mainham Jail about a year ago, he could dic- 
tate to the British Cabinet. The obnoxious 
Secretary Forster had been dismissed, almost 
in disgrace, because of the way in 
which he administered the Coercion act. 
The Coercion act itself was to be 
abandoved; the jails whieh contained 
the political suspects were thrown open; a 
sweeping amendment of the Land act 
passed the previous year was promised (the 
promise has been but partly fulfilled) ; 
amendment of the local taxation laws, ex- 
tension of the franchise, and local county 
government were also promised iu the near 
tuture, 

James Carey and his dupes interposed with 
the assasin’s blade, The policy of eoncilia- 
tion was reversed, a most drastic coercion 
act followed, evictions are being carried out 
without a protest, the power of Mr. Parnell 
and his party has been broken, From the 
position of-an aggressive leader of a reform- 
ing party he was driven to that of an apol- 
ogist, powerless even in that position. Never 
has a political leader been so treacherously 
dealt with by men for whose benefit he has 
labored and sacrificed. 

Irishmen who are now carried away by 
their feelings, by the spirit of bitter resent- 
ment, of unreasoning patriotism and race 
hatred, will yet come to see this. In the 
meantime it is the duty of every moderate 
man among the Irish to frown on the hole- 
and-corner secret societies, which are but 
breeders of iuformers and spies, whose in- 
struments are human devils of the Carey 
kind and imbecile pditroons like Lynch, the 
dynamite Informer, to point out that they 
serve but the political and financial purposes 
of a few speculating rascals. 

If the Philadelphia Convention wishes to 
act in the best interests of Ireland, win the 
sympathy of liberty-loving people every- 
where, and to enlist on theside of their coun- 
try good men in every land, they will adopt 
resolutions condemning secret societies and 
dynamite plotters, urging the disbandment 
of the hole-in-the- corner gattHerings, and 
pledging support to Parnell and his policy, 
and nothing else. 

CONSUMPTION. 

The eminent physician, Dr. Felix L. Os- 
wald, in the course of an article in the Popu- 
lar Science Monthly upon The Remedies 
of Nature,“ with an application to the cure 
or alleviation of consumption, lays down a 
generic principle broad enough, as it would 
seem, to be the foundation of a new system 
of medicine. It is to the effect that Nature 
always tries to relieve itself, and that the 
sensory symptoms attehding the process of 
reconstruction are in reality a plea for non- 
interference. Hence the best way to assist 
Nature is to forbear from ‘meddling with the 
restorative processes and to seek to remove 
the predispesing cause. In his own words: 
There is a strong upward and healthward 
tendency in the constitution of every living 
organism. Nature's revenge is but an en- 
forced condition of peace. Pain, discom- 
tort, and even the premature loss of organic 
vigor are the attendant symptoms of a re- 
constructive process, and their permanence 
is a presumptive proof that, in spiteof such 
ad monitions. the process isa struggle against 
a permanent obstacié, or a constantly-re- 
peated frustration of its efforts.” 

It is this general rule that Dr. Oswald ap- 
plied to the treatment of consumption, evi- 
dently singling out that disease because it is 
the most terrible destroyer of human life, 
even as compared with the alcohol habit and 
the diseases that grow outof it. His statisties 
prove that the proportion of deaths from the 
latter cause, compared with deaths from pul- 
monary consumption, is as three and a half 


to ten in Northern Europe and as four to ten 


in the United States and Canada—in other 
words, consumption causes almost three 
times as many deaths as the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors. Tubercular consumption 
alone claims a yearly aggregate of 94,000 
lives in the United States, 110,000 in Great 
Britain and Ireland, 80,000 in France, 105,000 
in European Russia, and 82,000 in Northern 
Germany. It is another peculiarity of the 
disease that it selects its victims from the in- 
dustrial classes. North or South, East or 
West,” says Dr. Oswald, the death-rate 
from lung diseases is found to bear 
an exact proportion to the  percent- 
age of the inhabitants habitually en- 
gaged in sedentary and indoor occupa- 
tions. Towns suffer more than the rural dis- 
tricts, cities more than country towns, manu- 
facturing more than commercial and semi- 
agricultural cities, weaver towns more than 
foundry towns.” In this quality and locality 
of the disease was found the error of the 
theory that ascribed consumption to the in- 
fluence of low temperature. On the other 
hand, it is declared to be a house disease, and 
this Dr, Oswald proves by numerous illus- 
trations, showing that in non-mapufacturing 
regions a low temperature is a protection 
against pulmonary disease, and that: cold 
sections of a country are remarkably free 
from it, while on the other hand itis abun- 
dant where vitiated air is constantly 
breathed, or where in cities large numbers of 
persons are confined to indoor occupations. 
Dr. Oswald’s theory does not contlict with 
the parasitic theory of Dr. Koch, for he 
claims that vitlated air, or air breathed over 
and over again, fills the lungs with indi- 
xestible elements, which gradually accumu- 
late until they corrupt the tissues arid favor 
the development of parasites. But, says Dr. 
Oswald, ‘* cease to feed the lungs with azotic 
gases and Dr. Koch’s animacule will starve 
and disappear as surely as maw- worms will 
starve and disappear if we change a pork 
and sauer-Kkraut diet for bread and apples.“ 
Dr. Oswald, therefore, lays it down as cer- 
tain that in all latitudes of the Temperate 
Zone the disease known as pulmonary con- 
sumption is caused by the breathing of viti- 
ated air, and can be subdued by outdoor ex- 
ereise.“ He does not claim that wasted tis- 
sues can be reproduced, but he does claim 
that in all but its last stages the progress of 
the disease can be arrested by ouidour life 
mountain

A QUESTION OF HOSPITALITY SETTLED. 

Mr. Osmond Tearle, aetor, must be a very 
disappointed man, and Mrs. Osmond Tearle 
avery much surprised woman. It is neces- 
sary to premise that Mr. Osmond Tearle is 
an English actor, at present engaged in this 
country upon a salary of $8,000 per annum, 
and that Mrs. Osmond Tearle resides with 
her five children in England. The first oc- 
currence that brought Mr. Osmond Tearle 
into notoriety was his contemptuous remark 
that American actors were “snide,” This 
little word, which is not in refined diction- 
aries, has a meaning as applied to bogus jew- 
lery which makes it particularly offensive as 
applied to actors, and one of them, acting as 
the representative of the profession, en- 
countering Mr. Osmond Tearie, showed him- 
self an adept in that branch of culture 
taught by Mr. Sullivan, of Boston, by knock- 
ing out Mr. Osmond Tearle in a manner 
which was anything but." snide.” 

Having made himself disliked in the pro- 
fession, Mr. Osmond Tearle next distin- 
guished himselt by falling in love with an 
actress, the divorced. wife of a cornet-blow- 
er, regardless of the claims of Mrs. Osmond 
Tearle and the five children. There is noth- 
ing particularly remarkable in this, for the 
social code as construed by many people on 
and off the stage is flexible and elastic 
enough to include the largest possible num- 
ber of divergences from what the great ma- 
jority of people esteem as moral. There isa 
vulgar, old-fashioned nofion still prevalent 
in. this country among very conservative 
people that a man who hasa wife and a wom- 
an who has a husband are fn duty bound to 
each other, and cannot go foraging after other 
people's wives and husbands.

Unfortunately, Mrs. Osmond Tearle has not 
been educated up to the modern idea. Had 
she been it is probable we should have heard 
but very little of Mr. Osmond Tearle’s 
irregularities. More than this, Mrs. Os- 
mond Tearle is a very unreasonable 
woman; so unreasonable, indeed, that 
when she heard of Mr. Osmond Tearle's 
infidelity, or, as modern culture would say, 
diffusiveness.“ she actually was rude and 
ungrateful enough to protest against it. 
Thereupon Mr. Osmond Tearle wrote to her 
in the following strain: Seek some true 
one who wiil make you as happyin the fut- 
ure as I have made you miserable in the past.

Nor did it have the 
effect he imagined it would when he wrote 
to her that he no longer loved her, and de- 
served her scorn, and that, while he would 
give ali the treasures of earth to be able to 
love her, be couldn’t, you know, because he 
was desperately in love with another woman. 
It is a most unreasonable woman who would 
not be contented with such a logical state- 
ment; but some women are unconscionably 
unreasonable, and Mrs. Osmond Tearle is 
one of this ciass. 

She did not stop to reason the matter at all 
or to search for any sophisms or false prem- 
ises in his bombasti¢ syllogism. She rent it, 
as Alexander cutthe knot, by writing him 
that she was coming to America. Then Mr. 
Osmond Tearle played his trump card. He 
repiied, saying that he was about to become 
a naturalized citizen of this “snide” coun- 
try and should at once sue for a divorce 
from her, which he could easily obtain, and 
then he adds: “ You threatened to come 
over here did I not return in July.

MUSIC. 


The Ideals in the Marriage of Figaro. 

So far the Boston Ideal ‘Opera company has 
drawn larger audiences at the Grand Opera- 
House than during any previous engagement, 
and is so well satisfied with tne patronage it has 
received that its fall visit will last three weeks m- 
stead of two, and the repertory will include two 
and possibly three éntirely new operas. All 
things considered, the success of the organiza- 
tion is remarkable. Its performances are classed 
by the fashionable world with those of grand 
opera troupes, and the character of the au- 
diences is very much the same at both enter- 
tainments. The Ideals are fashionable and 
popular, and their rendition of some of the 
operas in their repertory fully justifies the 
claim made for them by their friends, that they 
are the best among the many light opera com- 
panies in this country. The strength of the 
company—the power by which alone 
it can claim supremacy—is in its 
men, and it would be difficult to find in any 
existing organization so many fine male voices 


as are with the Ideais. In acting, too, the gen- 
tlomen have shown much more progress than 
the ladies. It has become very evident during 
the present season that, to retain its hold ana 
to maintain its claim to its title, the Ideals 
must strengthen the roll of its female mem- 
bers. Marie Stone is conscientious, hard-work- 
ing, and anxious to do ber best all the time. 
But she is overworked; her voice is giving out 
under the strain imposed upon it, and no 
singer could treat it as she has done and ex- 
t to have it retain any freahness or strength. 
iss Ulimar's voice is altowether too hich for 
leading rOles, and her stage appearance is re- 
lied upon to cover vocal shortcomings. Lizzie 
Burton is the most graceful in action, and 
shows the most progress of any of the ladies; 
but ber voice, although sweet and sympathetic, 
has not much strength; and Miss Philli while 
a capable contralto, cannot be expected to take 
* roles with any degree of success. 

The uneven strength of the company was most 
conspicuous during the last week in its rendi- 
tion of Mozart's * Marriage of Figaro.“ This is 
a genuine comic opera, one dear to every lover 
of music, and with the possible exception of 
Rossini’s Barber.“ the most deligntful of all 
comic operas. It is seldom given, for it is very 
difficult to find any company so organized that 
It can be properly cast. The music is exceed- 
ingly difficult, the spirit of the piece requires 
the best of acting to develop its humor, and 
every part must be well Plied or the opportuni- 
ties offered for effective work will not be fairly 
presented. The desire to revive this classic 
masterpiece is entitled to bight praise, but the 
revival cunnot be considered as successful. The 
three prima dopnas are wanting. Whe perform- 
ance on Friday night was unmistakably tedious, 
and the audience far from epthusiastic. Some 
of the music was admirably sung—notably the 
septet at the close of the ftirgt act, the letter 
duet ju the second act, and the final chorus. 
The stage setting was superh, and the costumes 
handsome and appropriate. But there was a 
lack of vim and snap, a too manifest walking 
through” the opera, and an entire absence of 
that dasb and spirit which must go band-in- 
hand with the perfect musical interpretation to 
render a comic opera of the dignity and preten- 
sions of the **Marriageof Figaro enjoyable. For 
such a work offers no tleid,for burlesque or buf- 
foonery but must be carried by legitimate 
methods and a studied and finished development 
of ite dramatic opportunities. 

To refer very briefly, to individual persona- 
tions, the character of Figaro—that gay and 
dasbing valet brimful of fun and ready wit 
about whom the bumor of the piece is made to 
centre—was iotrusted to the ponderous W bit- 
ney. Whatever this gentleman's vocal abilities, 
it is only ia *“Fatinitza” that he comes within 
many miles of being an actor, and be was much 
more of a Hamlet than 4 Figaro. 
It is not possible for him to act 
the part, and its interpretation, except 
for the singing, was ridiculous and clumsy. Mr. 
Macdonald was the Count, and is entitled to 
praise both for his acting and singing. Mr. Mor- 
sell bas very littie to do, but whya singing 
teacher should be supposed to do nothing but 
squeak like a trapped mouse with a voice like 
a penny whistie is not clear. Mr. Frothingham 
made the gardener an Irish iaborer, and the rest 
of the men bad nothing to do, and did it. Of 
the ladies Miss Stone’s voice ahowed more wear 
and a bard, dry quality, indicative of exhaustion, 
than io anything she has done here before this 
season. In the first act it was nearly inaudible, 
but better in the duet. It lacks entigeiy the 
body, richness, and flexibility required for the 
partof Susanna. Miss Ulmar might have taken 
the part of Cherubino; she was certainly out of 

lace in the difficult role of the Countess. Miss 

billips’ voice is unsuited to the part of the 
page, and the transposition of one of her solos 
did not improve it. What little the chorus and 
orchestra had to do was well done. ‘he Ideals 
do so much so well that it is a matter of regret 
to be obliged to find fault with their most am- 
bitious work. 

For this week, the last, the company will give 
works in which it is thoroughly at home, iao- 
cluding “Chimes of Normandy,’ “ Bohemian 
Girl.“ Pirates of Pevzance,”’ Mascot,“ Fra

Cupid, Hymen & Co. 

The institution known as a matrimonial 
agency is just beginning to form one of the 
permanent industries of this country. In one 
sense it is philanthropic, and its managers are 
always protectionists of an ultra stripe. It is 
also so run as to do “the greatest good not so 
much to the greatest number” asto the pockets 


of its proprietors, and is not looked upon with 


especial favor by the married world in gen- 
eral. Its operations offeran excelient target for 
the shafts of satire, and in a comic operetta 
composed by Mr. Keginald DeKoven, of this 
city, the peripatetic matrimunial agency is very 


 pappily and successfully ridiculed, and receives 


an original method of treatment that cannot 
tail to commend itself to popular approval. 
Mr. DeKoven’s libretto bas a capital plot, 
abounds in humorous situations, and with some 
rewriting of the dialog will compare favorably 
with the best. The number of principal chur- 
acters is seven; tne acts are but two in number, 
and easily mounted, so that there are no rea- 
sons to be alleged against its production on the 
ground of its requirement of elaborate scenic 
effects and spectacular display. The music is 
light, scored chiefly in dance rbythm but of the 
kind most likely to suit the public taste, and 
many of the airs, duets, and particularly a sex- 
tet and a chorus in march-time, ougut to be as 
“taking” as the melodies in Sullivan’s music. 
Mr. DeKoven bas beeu exceedingly successful 
in his songs. So far as it 18 possible to judge 
from a single hearing the music of “Cupid, 
Hymen & Co.“ is of the light, catehy kind that 
never fails to please the general public whatev- 
er musicians may say as to its merits.

Work in the Park, 

The improvements in the Chicago Base-Ball 
Park are now neariy completed, and they are so 
many endvaried that there is scarce room to 
give them in detail. The whole interior of the 
park has been remodeled, and there are certain- 
ly no grounds in America to equal them. The 
scating capaci bas been more than doubled, 
and 8.000 persons can now witness a game from 
comfortabie seats. The grand stand has been 
enlarged so ag to take in part of the space be- 
cupied by the seats that were formerly on the 
west side of the fence, and there are now 1,800 
reserved seats. Seuts have also been con- 
structed opposit and north of the line of third 
base, so that that favorit point with many is 
not lost sight of. The seats on the east side, 
towards the iake, have been built higher up, 
thus doubling the number in that direction. 
Back of the centre fielder’s position is another 
row of seats, which will be used, no doubt, on 
the occasion of large crowds. Au inside fence 
has been built from the grand stand clear around 
the park, so that hereafter there will be no 
necessity for any one to go on the field in 
order to reach a given point, as a walk leads 
from one end of the grounds to the other. On 
the roof of the grand stand, taking in the tri- 
angle formed by the extension on Michigan ave- 
nue, are ranged eighteen private boxes. These 
will be bandsomely furnished. and are intended 
for the oflicers of the club, reporters, and those 
who may wis to pay the extra charge for occu- 
pying them. The boxes for the reporters are on 
the south side, and look down directly on the 
catcher. The other boxes are fully as good, and 
will no doubt be much sought after on account 
of their novelty. There will also be a refresh- 
ment stand near here, but no peadlers will de 
aliowed in the stand. Tne attendants, ticket- 
sellers, usbers,in fact everybody connected witb 
the grounds, will be in uniform, and patrons 
will tuus know of whom to obtain all necessary 
information. There are seven exits, so that the 
grounds can be emptied of a large crowd in 


about half the time it formériy occupied. The 


seats, fences, and even the ceiling of the grand 
stand have been painted, and everything looks 
bright and pleasant. Viewed from the north 
end the interior resembles a vast amphitheatre, 
and no prettier or more inspiriting sight can be 
witnessed than men in uniform on a field of 
green battling for supremacy in. the National 
game in the presence of thousands of interested 
spectators. Chicago has the champion club and 
now possesses the champion grounds.

THE BRICKLAYERS’ STRIKE. 


Few New Developments. 

There is almost an entire stagnation of news 
as regards the bricklayers’ strike. The consulta- 
tion meetings are now held in Room 17 of the 
Greenebaum Hall Block, where the officers were 
found busily engaged yesterday afternoon post- 
ing books and perfecting details. The room was 
full of meu discussing the situation, the opinion 
most freely expressed being to the effect that as 
there was no work to do they might as weil be 
called strikers as loafers. The younger mem- 


. bers are ready to leave town and accept jobs 


outside when any are offered, with the under- 
standing that they will send all they can earn, 
outside of their expenses, to the union treasury 
to take care of the others and their families. 
Some tears bave been entertained that the Ger- 
mano brickiayers were becoming dissatistied with 
the prolongation of the strike, but a number of 
the representative meu of that nationality called 
at headquarters and quieted all fears. 

Large delegations from the stonemasons’ 
branch of the society called on account of the 
statement made iu an afternoun paper that they 
bad begun to waver, and pronounced the state- 
ment talse. 

At the masters’ meeting yesterday afternoon 
there were from eighty to ninety members pres- 
ent. No further resignations from their ranks 
have been received. A motion was passed 
unanimously reiterating their determination to 
maintain the stand they bad taken. Every mas- 
ter mason working a job reported more or less 
men coming to him every day from the union. 
Mr. Prussing says only those bricklayers who 
leave the union early this week and apply to the 
master musous for employment wil: be put to 
work. O'Connell & McGinnis, who were work- 
ing » gang of meu at Nos. 663 and 655 West Har- 
rison street, yesterday, after getting the buiid- 
ing up nearly half the hight of oue story, left 
it in charge of two of their workmen 
and went to another job. James Ward. of 
No. 34 Wainut street, and James McSorlie, who 
lives in the rear of No. 2% Latin street, seeing 
the building unprotected, drove the two wurk- 
men away and threw down about sixty feet of 
the walls. Mr. O'Connell says they are members 
of the striking bricklayers' union, and he bus 
sworn Out Warrants for their arrest. Mr. Prus- 
re Peints to this fact as an indication of the 
feeling that is being engendered by the contin- 
uation of the strike, and predicts a speedy dis- 
solution of the union. He says they have un- 
doubted proof that at least hfteen men have 
leftthe union the last week and are at work in 
the northwestern and southwestern pordons of 
the city, but he refuses to give the names ot the 
contractors they are working for. as it would 
only be the means, be says, of pointing out to 
the strikers @ good poiat to make troubie at.

Lowpox, April 3.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
A side election usually begets very little in- 
terest among English politicians. A “side eleo- 
tion” is one to filla vacancy and is usualiy a 
foregone conclusion. Frequently a constituen- 
cy isnot contested, but some one is put up of 
the same party as has heretofore represented it, 
and, formally going to the polis, is elected. The 
recent contest at Newcastie-upon-Tyne has been 
a vost marked exception. Mr. Ashton Dilke 
had resigned on account of ill-health. The Lib- 
eral ranks were divided, chiefly througb Mr. Jo- 
seph Cowen's frequent breaks with the present 
Ministry. Mr. Cowen is the senior member for 
Newcastle, and entered political life as a great 
Radical, and he so deems himself now. During 
the preseut Parliament he bas more frequently 
yoted with the Tories than with the Liberals: 
and looks upon Mr. Gladstone and his Cabinet as 
trimmers and time- servers. or, in the worst 
sense of the phrase, as “apportunists.”” Mr. 
Cowen is the owner and editor of the principal 
newspaper in Newcastie, and he has given Mr. 
Giadstone’s administration only contempt from 
first t last. 

Upon the retirement of Mr. Ashton Dilke Mr. 
Jonn Mori@y became the candidate of the Lib- 
erale, and Mr. Bruce, a gentieman of loca! influ- 
ence, was made the Tory candidate. Mr. Mor- 
ley bas been returned by a very notable major- 
ity, under the circumstances. The Paruellites 
abstained from voting, and the Liberals, disaf- 
fected’ through Mr. Cowen's sulky position. 
voted for Mr. Bruce, More than fifteen years 
ago Mr. John Stuart Mill was returned to Par- 
ua ment. and since his day no man of very dis- 
tinguished literary career has sought a seat in 
that body till now. Mr. John Morley’s greatest 
book, and one of the very greatest in all litera- 
ture, is bis life of Voltaire. The work is 
strong and charming. reminding one of Bacon 
and Sainte-Beuve rolled into one. Mr. Morley 
edited the Furtnightly Review for fifteen years, 
and made it the organ of the most advanced 
thought and measuresin political reform. He 
is now the editor of the Pall Mall Gazeite, an 
evening daily,and by all odds the very best 


dally paver published in London. 


Mr. Morley has unusual combination of pow- 


ers for an Englishman, He is literary—very 
literary. He writes the best English of any man 
living. Had Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes been 
educated in England be would bave been the 
peerless master of English. He probably may 
be ranked among the front score of writers of 
pure English, Mr. Morley is also a most engag- 
ing speaker. Ho stands man-fasbiou on bis 
feet and talks out with the precision of Wen- 
dell Phillips, and with much of bis magnetism 
and all of bis courage. Moreover, our new 
member is a man of affairs. He is very prac- 
tical. He koows bow to launch and keep afioat 
tenterprises. He believes in money, and 
nows bow to make money make more money. 
He has been calied an atheist. But Mr. Joho 
Morley is no atheist, but is a Christian theist. He 
writes always with sympathy upon all religious 
and ecciesiasticai matters.

Dr. Benson was heafMaster of Welling- 
ton College from 1859 to 1873, and a volume of 
the sermons be preached to the boys whilst 
there has been publisbed, and very remarkable 
sermons they are. Dr. Arnold's KRueby ser- 
mons are not more human, nor more ro- 
bust. They are just fuil of pluck and of 
the good sense and swect simplicity which are 
the graces of a great mind. There are only a 
half dozen notable preachers in the Established 
Church. Canon Liddon, of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
is a very glorious apostie of the faith witha 
rich unction in his soul and on his lips. He re- 
minds one of the late Dr. Beliows, of New York. 
The Bishop of Manchester, Dr. Frazer, is a very 
plain, thoughtful, but thoroughiy earnest 
preacher, and is the most independent and uu- 
trammeled, and, all in all, the greatest prelate 
on the Bench of Bishops.

A Pleasant Chat with Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. 


ME. BAG aks | 
His Personal Characteristics and the 
Charm of His Reading. 


Fish-Catching the Latest Use to Which the Electric 
Light Has Been Put. 
Russell Sage, Jay Gould, and Vanderbift—Bits of 
Social Gossip. 


New Yor, April 19.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—Oliver Wendell Holmes—or must I say 
Or. Holmes,” as the stiltéd papers do?—is as 
attractive in society agin literature. Ajthough 
be has lived to the time when the great Land- 
lord whom we all obey has carved from life its 
seventh great slice away.“ he still preserves the 
vivacity that charms and the enthusiasm that 
warms. The public have seen the poem he read 
before the doctors, but the papers have failed 
to give any adequate idea of his agreeable 
style in reading. He reads with great care and 
unction—not exactly like an elocutionist, but 
like an artist. He is something more than 
merely conscientious in reading: he artic- 
ulates with precision, bis intlection is melodious, 
and as he proceeds from verse to verse he 
moves tis hand to the swaying rhythm, rises 
upon his toes and comes gently down upon bis 
heels, looks round upon his auditors with giow- 
ing face, and fn the tender passages the tears 
steal out and wander down his happy 
cheeks. He never hesitates, except for a pur- 
pose at the ciésural pause, where he sometimes 
lingers and holds a word or two jn expectation 
fora minute in order to increase the surprise 
and give greater emphasis. Some rhetorictans 
have called this “a trick.“ but it is not, except 
ig the high sense in which all dramatic art is a 
trick. He used the casura most effectively in 
the funny couplet about the baby, where he said 
that the goose, under the touch of a skillful 
carver, dropped apart, dividing it thus:

This last is one of the great trials 
and barassments of my lite, one I would gladly 
be rid of. Just before I came away a long poem 
in manuscript came to me through the mall 
with the request that I would please to eriticise 
and return it. It was 80 long that the postage 
on it was $1.20, which the author had paid. This 
all iavolves an enormous amount of Work; for, 
even if Lignoré the most of them, as 1 do, and 
return them unread, yet there is a certain pro- 
poruop whidh, for one reason or another, I am 
tempted or compelled to read. This correspond- 
ence has become à real burden. As to requests 
for autographs, I always reply to them if they 
incilose a stamped envelope, all directed, and a 
slip of paper for my name. i do not feel com- 
pelled to waste either money or time on them 
turther.“

“The Epic of an Alp.“ by Starr Hoyt Nichois, 
to which the London Spectator bus just devoted 
a column of praise. He had beard of it, he said, 
and sbould read it. 

Stedman’s poem at the Holmes reception at 
the Lotos Ciub was a brigbt production, and 
happily received—better received by the dis- 
tinguished guest, indeed, than a certain speech 
that be made on the occasion of the recep- 
tion of Wilkie Collins by the same club. The 
ombarrassment on that occasion was that the 
iilustrious story-writer went to sleep during the 
speeoh of welcome! It was sweet to see the 
surprised poet, with bis eye fixed on the nodding 
guest, rising in bis speech through ringing 
cadences in bis effort todrive Morpheus away, 
and to behold how serene the novelist was all the 
while. But Dr. Holmes is one of the men who 
could never go to sleep under fire. 

I do not like to leave the theme without trying 
to recall what Bayard Taylor said to me only a 
few months before he died, and these are nearly 
his very words: Dr. Holmes,“ he said, is an 
uurtvaled master of expression. In the art of 
saying things 1 do not think he bas ever bad any 
equal if our country.“ To whigh I may add 
that be seems to have perennial youth. Long- 
fellow, and Bryant, and Emerson were very old 
before they had reached his age, and their brains 
were torpid; but Huimes’ Muse is still in its 
kite-flying ana rvie-playing boybood, not 
frivolous or exactly frisky, but as lively and 
jocose as when he accompanied the Organ- 
Grinder or watched in youthful fancy the fiut- 
tering of The Last Leaf. 

A BAIT OF FIRE. 


The very latest Yankee notion is fishing with 
the electric light. In the steamer Albatross the 
Fish Commissiovuers have been lishing down 
Deiawure Bay in waters that are very deep and 
are recorded on some of tue coast-survey maps 
as “bottowless.”” The fishing has beea done 
witb three large electric lamps carried aud pro- 
tected in a glass jar coustructed for the purpose. 
Tuts clectrie jar is thrust down half a mile in 
the water. and a balf-mile beneath it is dragged 
an elaborate not- trap. 80 rigged that fishes once 
in cannot escape. luthis way great multitudes 
of fish Bave beet taken, some of them of strange 
species and grotesque appearancethe creatures 
of the deep that never voluntarily come to the 
surface. These are calculated to resist the 
pressure of great depths. and when they were 
brought from the homes where they dwell into 
the rarer air at the surface some of them burst 
asunder on the deck like collapsme biadders, 
and some of them were killed by lcitg suddenly 
disew boweled, their entrails coming out of their 
mouths. Great sevicatific results are antic- 
ipated. 

i stepped into Edison's this morning and saw 
the jicht-jar. In the water it is like an inverted 
acorn Of Fluss a foot in diameter, the upper 
part where it is fastened to the cable bhariug on 
its lower side a concave mirror, and the remain- 
der being glass halt an inch thick. tnclosing the 
electric bulbs.

In tive minutes thou- 
sands have assewbied to study the pbevomenon, 
when the net comes trom its amousb betow and 
takes them in. I used to caten éels in this way 
up in Connecticut, holding a lantern above 
the water to daazie and attract them 
while I speared them, and even that seemed 
cruel sport. But this seems still orueler—a 
moro wanton betrayal under the guise of 
friendship. It looks ke putting a penalty on 
intelligence and enterprise, aud a premium on 
fools. If tish can't study electricity witbout 
such pertis, | dont see why they should goin 
schools any more. These dredgers may succeed 
in finding a fish that is apparently a combina- 
tion ot an eel und a coal-hod, like that in the 
last Pawar Science Monthly, or a nab that brings 
down bis game with a pop-Fun. like that knowa 
to Japanesé waters, or an angier-féb that turns 
Izaak Walton. and catehes other Han with a bone 
and line, or a sb with bis tail under bis nose or 
big mouth over bis left ear, but now can this 
compensate fot tuus trim with the tender 
contidence ot animated nature? That's what I 
would Ike to know.

EARLY VEGETABLES. 

As a whole the supply of fresh vegetables was 
much more liberal on South Water street yester- 
day than on the closing day ot the week pre- 
vious. The larger part of the stocks came from 
the far South, shippers generally baving better 
luck with their ventures, which came upon the 
warket in a fair state of preservation. 

New onions were to be found at almost every 


1 these outspoken esculeuts selling at 18 
to W cents per dozen bunches. 3 

Florida coatributed a diy number of early 
equasbes, such as our Nortbem gardets turn 
out about the middie or last of June, and for 
the luxury the purchaser was charged $2 to 
$2.50 per bushel box. Asparagus was still com- 
inanding high prices, a box containing twenty 
bunches witb a dozen stalk sin a bunch, selling 
at $4. Tomatoes from the South were rare 
enough to warrant dealers in charging 85 per 
bushel box. 

Quite a plentiful sprinkling of pieplant was 
to be seen, which was saladble at three cents per 
pound. Lettuce was very plentiful, most of it 
grown in near-by hot-houses, and could be 
bought at 25 to e per dozen bends. Cucumbers 
showed up with a fair degree of numerical 
streneth, being procurabie at lower prices than 
lust week, the best bringing $1 per dozen. 

Of radishes there was a good supply. 40 cents 
yd aozen bunches bemg charged therefor. 

‘oung beets were also to be found in .liberal 
quantities, for which 60 to 75 cents per dozen 
bunches was paid. Green peas and string beans 
sbowed an improvement over the week previous, 
both in quantity ana quality, those on sale yes- 
terday being much better matured, and exhib- 
iting little damage from their long trip from 
the Mississippi and Louisiana gardens. Wet. 
filled peas suid at $2.50 per busnel box and beans 
at $4 to $4.50 for the same description of pack- 
age. 

There was an abundance of spinach on the 
market, which sold slowly at $1.25 per barrel, 
being generally in a state far from fresh or in- 
Viting. 

New potatoes were not very plentiful, the 
well-grown selling at about $6.50 per barrel, 
either for Burmudas or Southern. 

Strawberries were to be found more common- 
ly than at any time this season, and as a rule 
were in fair marketablé condition. Most of the 
receipts bere still come from Mississippi. The

Some Chicago Painters That Are 
Bound to Win Fame and 
Fortune. 


What Is to Be Seen in the Studios and 
Galleries During the 
Week. 


Notes and News of All Kinds at Home and 
Abroad, 


— 


Promising Chicago Artists. 

It is impossible for an impartial lover of art to 
visit loeal studios and be unimpressed with the 
fact that there is in this Western metropolis not 
only a large amount of artistic talent, but of 
distinct and undeniable genius, only waiting for 
development and recognition. In saying this 
no reference is made to those who in local cir- 
cles are pleasantly known as the Old Masters,” 
such as Messrs, Spread, Earl & Co., but to younger 
painters, whose vigorous: and conscientious 
work is full of promise. The trouble is that so 
soon as their talent begins to receive public at- 
tention they leave Chicago for New York, or 
possibly London, though itis at least some sat- 
isfaction to think that they generally succeed 
when they ieave home. Take, for instance, the 
sales of pictures at the Academy of Design, New 
York. Run your eye over the official list and 
see bow many Chicago-bred artists figure there. 
According to the last showing, bringing 
the sales down to the 12th, at least three 
Chicagoans are registered, and for fair 
amouats. First comes Mr. F. W. Freer with his 
“In Ambush,” sold for $500; then Ma T. G. 
Murphy, with “The Day is Done,“ $250} and, 
lastly, r. C. H. Eaton's View Near Avon, N. 
V., for $250. But, better still, Miss ida I. Bur- 
Kess, Whom we still have with us, has sold her 
Waiting for the Train in New York for a 
good round sum. If, besides, one remembers 
the many Chicago artists who are rapidly ac- 
ar fame and fortune in London, Paris, 

unich, and Florence, he will have good reason 
to feel proud of the city. Not less encouraging, 
either, is the rapidly increasing interest shown 
in art by the public. Never have collections of 
paintings been more numefous or better pat- 
ronized, and never have the prospects of art 
been brighter than they are now. Take, 
for example, the results of last week's 
sale of pictures at the Stevens — 2 $8,642.50, 
and an amount of interest incited that has led 
to the exhibition being kept open for three days 
longer, until Thursday, to allow private buyers 
an opportunity of purchasing. The picture that 
secured the highest price ($1,000) is Leo Her- 
mann’s “ Reverie at an Inn,“ next in order com- 
ing Verboeckboven’s “A Winter Day Near 
Huariem,” and Fortuny’s The Skillful Mu- 
sician,” at eo each. Among the others sold 
Luminais’ Tho Charge of the Gauls brought 
$400; Constant Troyoo’s “Old Friends,” #8600; 
Jean Georges Vibert’s “A Candidate for Hos- 
— Al $625; P. Bedini’s ‘* Necessity the 
Mother of Invention,” 875; Brissot de War- 
vilte’s * A Quiet Day lu the Pasture,” $315; and 
B. Wagmann's Tired of Play.“ $310. 

All this. of course, is gratifying, although at 
the same time one would prefer to see a little 
more attenuon paid to local artists. There are 
young men and women toiling hard to studios 
on Washington and Monroe streets, Wabasd av- 
enue, and elsewhere, whose present works will. 
ina year or two, command large prices, but 
which at the present moment receive tittle 
attention. The duty of moneyed men wbo have 
the interests of art at heart is to bunt out these 
vokoown artists, encourage them, buy their 
paintings, and give evidence of that most rure 
of facuities—quickness and courage to detect 
genius in humbie places, and be the first to call 
1 or woman prophet in bis or ber own coun-

HEAR BOTH SIDES. 


The Wire Problem—Eléctrician Sum- 
mers Says that No Feasible Under« 
ground System Has Yet Been Discov- 
ered—- Tue New Cables in Chicago 
Pronounced a Success, aud the Oniy 
Practicabie Solution of the Difficulty. 
The meeting of representatives of electrical 

and telegraph companies in New York sester- 

day to consider che probiem of putting tele 
graph and other electric wires underground 

was called to the attention of Mr. Charies H. 

Summers, electrician of the Wéstern Union Tel- 

exraph Cowpany of this city this morning. 


“You will observe,” said Mr Summers, “that at 


that meeting it was the unanimous conciusion 
of the representative telegraph and electric- 
light men that the problem of placing the-tele- 
graph wires underground has not yet been. 
solved. As to the uecessity of putting the elec- 
tric wires undergrouadd, whieh Edison insists 
upon, that is a question on which he ie well 
informed, and which I. as a representative of a 
telegraph company. am not now dise ussing, The 
expert electricians in Chicago hold also that the 
problem has not yet been solved.“ 
an by is the underground system impractica- 

e * 

For a great number of reasons. In first 
place; we have not got an insulated conductor 
that we can rely upon for u ud work. 
That is the fundamental reason. Hundreds of 
schenes for underground work baye been pro- 
posed during the last year, but their inventors 
have brought out nothing but some kinds of 
conduit, leaving the question of iusulatien un- 
touched. By that I wean they have not shown 
bow to keep the electricity irom leaving 
wires when underground. In Europe, to 
eure, they have sowe kind of underground work, 
but their system of wires and their mode of 
working them are entirely different from ours, 
and not at ali adapted to our le. Where we 
would deliver a message in diderent parts of a 
city by wire they would deliver it by messenger 
or by a pneumatic tube. y differ from us 
avain in having no system of reporting stocks 
and markets, and they have no system of short 
wires tor commercial purposes such as we use.“ 

** What do they do then?” 

„Some of theif trunk lines are placed ju iron 
pipes, and the wires are covered with gutta 
percha for conductors. But these bave never 
proven satisfactory, and bave bud to be renewed 
a numbet of times since their system was 
adopted. So that even there they have not yet 
found a satisfactory underground system, 
Whatever their suecess, too, with long trunk 
lines, furnishes no guide to us, with our numer- 
ous short wires ruunm to business- houses, ex- 
changes, end branch offices; not to speak of 
many private lines.” 

„ Weil, the question of cast?“ 

The question of cobt, sd fac as the Western 
Union Company is concerned, bas never been 
considered. No practicable scheme has ever 
yet Been offered. Tuete are some Objections to 
an underground system, even if a teasivie plas 
were brought out. You must understand that 
the nearer a conductor of electricity approaches 
to the earth the slower is the work upon it, 
owing to ah inductive action on the part of 
the electricity, which is at ite maximum when 
the wire is. placed uuderground. If the tele- 
grapb-wires, for instance, in all the cities and 
towne between Chicago and New York were 
placed underground, we would really have to 
ua ve ag underground line almost the whole dis- 
tunce, and our speed in sending messages could 
only be about oge-sixteenta of what it is now. 
There would alse be an enormous expense in 
laying these wires for so great a distanve under- 
ground, and our tariff to the public would have 
to be considerably increased.” 

Witb reference to theif. new cables, forming 
what is called “the aerial line,” Mr. Summers 
said it uad been adoptees because no feasibie 
pluu for underground work bad fet been dis- 
covered, and because the Western Union recog- 
nized that the ianumerabie wires scattered 
u pon long poles in every direction Were ut 
sightly, and perbaps a nuisance. To remedy 
this they had concentrated their wires in @s 
small a space as wus possible by using overhead 
cables, each containing eighteen wires, These ca- 
bles are only oneand a fourth in¢ghes in diameter, 
and two or Wireeof them can be readily substi- 
tuted for a very large mass ot wires. Being 
stretched much lower than the oid wires, they 
avoid the objections urged against the old wires, 
ot being au obstruction to firemen in cases of 
tire iu bigh buildiugs, and being simply suspend- 
ed op a nook on the cross-arm of each pole 
they can readily be taken dowu witbout loss of 
time. The cable is suspended from a No.4 wire, 
these being tied together with Smail wires, at in- 
tervals of about four feet. From the short, 
stout oak cross-arm su ing the cable hangs 
a wooden roller, over ich the cable is drawn 
taut. When this is done the roller is removed, 
‘Tne wires in the cable are /nsulated with Kerite, 
a patent compound, of which rubber and bitu- 
wen form tne principal parts. The cabie is also 
incased with kerite to protect the wires from 
moisture. As the kerite will not last longer 
thau six years a new cable will have to be sub- 
stituted at that time, and the present one taken 
down and recovered.

FORMAL ACTION OF THE 8TOCh», ners oF 
THE GREAT CORPORATs, 

New York, Apri! 21.—A meeting tne stock- 
bolders of the Western Union Teles Com- 
pany was heid today in the company n, 105 
Broadway, for the purpose of rating the 
lease of the Mutual Union system to Gyo. 
ern Union Company. 

Josiah C. Reiff was represented by a oxy. 
who protested against any vote being ken 
upon the proposition to lease the prop 
plant, and tranchises of the Mutual Union . 
pany, uvon the following grounds: ‘That it , 
competing line, and that the lease wo 
result in establishing a monopoly in v 
lation of the laws ot the State of Ne 
York; thatz be lease would also violat 
the Constitutions of various other States, anc 
‘subject the property ani franchises of the 
Western Union Company to forteitere; that 
votes should not be received representing auy 
of the 160,000 shares of stock which Were issued 
as stock dividend in 1881. as the Superior Court 
has declared this unlawful; that certificates 
have been issued in which the genuine and 
traudulent stock bad been so blended that it is 
impossible, without elaborate examination of 
the books of the cowpany to ascertain how 
many genuine shares are represented in such 
certificates; and that no vote should be taken 
until such examinadon and separation shail 
have been made. 

The proxy declined to vote on any proposition 
which was brought before the meeting. 

The stockboiders then proceeded to ballot; 
612,686 shares voted and all were iu favor of 
ratifying the lease. Incidentally, and by the 
sume vote, the following leases to the Western 
Unton were formally ratifiea: The Nortuwest- 
ern Telegraph Company for vinety-nine years 
from July 1. 1881: the Gold & Stock Telegraph 
Company for ninety-nine years from Jun. 1, 
188; the international Telegraph Company 
for ninety-nine years from Jau. 1, 1882; the 
American Telegraph & Cable Company for fifty 
years from May 882; the Continental Tele- 
graph Company, lease of some lines and sale 
of others; the? Michigan Telegraph Company, 
a gale except as to the Mutua! Union lease. 

The action was merely pro forma and a mat- 
ter of reoord. 

The meeting adjourned to May 2 at 12:30 p. m.

THE NEW. CONSUL-GENERAL OF THE GER-

New York, April 21 — [Special.] - The Bremen 
steamer Fulda, which arrived at Hoboken this 
morping, brought among ber passengers the 
new Consul-Generail of the German Empire, 
August Feigel, the successor of Coasul-General 
Schumacher. Mr. Feigel is a lawyer by profes- 
sion, a native of Bavaria, 45 years of age, and 
unmarried. He was Vice-Consul io thie city 
under Consul-General Schumacher from 1874 to 
1876. Wien Consul-General Zach, at Havana,

He remained 
in the Cuban; ital three years, and 
then was appointed Consul-Generai to Constau- 
tinopile, which position be filied until transferred 
bere.

ANOTHER Dc FAULTER. 
A TAX-OOLLBCTOR ON STATEN ISLAND. 
New York, April 21.—[Special.]—James West- 
erman, Tax Collector for the Towa of South- 
field, Staten Isiand, has mysteriously absented 
himself from bome for several days, with no 
clew to his whereabouts, Today it was freely 
intimated that a large discrepancy existed in bis 
accounts, and the belief that he is 
a defaulter to the extent of between $3.000 and 
10,000 steadily gains currency. Westermau was 
last seen ia this city Wednesday, the Stb inst. 
Of bis subsequent movement nothing is knowa, 
although it is iutimated that he bas had a large 
sum of money with him. He appears to have 
abandoned an estimable wife and a large 
family of children, who are greuatiy 
distressed over bis strange absence. 
A warrant has been obtained for Westerman’s 
arrest as an absconder with public funds. A 
preliminary investigation of Westerman's ac- 
counts elicits the fact that his tax levy calls for 
about $28,000.

HE CALLS ON THE UNION PACIFIC FOR A 
LARGE Wu OF MONEY, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.— [Special.] — The 
sensational reports to the effect that Secretary 
Teller bas been disposed to favor the Union Pa- 
cific, and not toattempt to enforce the Thurman 
act, seem to be sutiiciently answered by the let- 
ter of Secretary Teller addressed to that com- 
pany today, in which he demands immediate 
payment of the large sum of $925,905 which (ue 
Government insists is aue uader the Thurman 
act. Mr. Teller states in his letter that he 
wishes it to be understood that the demand for 
this sum is not a waiver of a demand tor the 
payment of the entire indebtedness claimed by 
the Government, which is $1,727,742. 
THE LETTER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.— The followmg

CHEAP POSTAGE. 
NO PROBABILITY OF A DEFICIT. 

Wasurineron, D. C., April 21.—[(Special.]—Mr. 
Hazen, Third Assistant Postmaster-General, 
who bas charge of the finances of the depart- 
ment. desires to have his prediction go on rec- 
ord that the deficit on accuunt of the reduction 
ot letter postage to two cents will not exceed 
63.000.000. Hie says: Our estimate of the pos- 
tal revenues was made before the reduction was 
provided for, and it amounted to $50,670,456. 
Thatewas based upon the supposition that the 
revenues would be 10 per cent greater than for 
the current fiscal year, a supposition which was 
fully justified by tme fact that the receipts in- 
creased at the rate of 13.8 per cent last year. 


Now. suppose that the reduction of postage 
should cause no increase in che volume of busi- 
ness—which would be a violent assumption and 
in flat contradicnon to allexperience—and sup- 
pose, too, that the revenues should not be bene- 
fited at all by the adoption of the pian of send- 
ing circulars in sealed euvelopes, eveo then che 
falling off would only be $10.250,00', and the rev- 
enues would be more than 540.000.000. The ap- 
propriation amounts in round numbers to §$43.- 
000.000. and the deficit would therefore be less

Gen. Crook and the Mexican Troops to 
Co-operate Agalust the Apaches— 
Peaceful Indians in Danger—Poisvoned 
Meat. 

HEADQUARTERS, DEPARTMENT OF ARIBONA, 
WILLcox. Ari., April 21.—[Special.]—Gen. Crook 
will leave Monday with six companies of the 
Sixth and Third Cavalry, 200 Apaché scouts, 
eighteen wagons, 400 horses, and 100 pack- mules 
for the base of supplies at Guadaloupe Cajfion, 
four days’ march southeast. On arrival a per- 
maneot camp will be established, regular troops 
will be posted all along the frontier, and Crook, 
with perhaps fifty soidiers and all the Indian 
scouts, will cross the line and penetrate to the 
Apaché stroughold u the Sierra Madra Mount- 
ains, on a line between Sonora and Chihuahua. 
Mextcau troops are already concentrating at 
couvenient points for codperation. 

News is received this evening that the troops 
at Tombstone bave moved their camp to the 
neighborhood of Cedar Spriugs, where they 
await reinforcements, purposing to attack the 
reservation ladians, who are peaceable, in re- 
taliation for the raid made by Mexican 
Chiricahuas. The Territorial press is now 


changing tone and endeavoring to allay the 
assions they have aroused against the aweucy 
ndians. Ihe situation isa critical one, and if 
the ugenoy Indians are attacked a dreadful war 
will follow.

‘OBITUARY. 


Death of James Park Jr., the Principal 
Owner of the Largest Steel Works ia 
the Worid—Other Deaths. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., April 21.—[Special]—James 
Part Jr., the well-known steel manufacturer, 
died at 8:40 a. m. of apoplexy, with which he 
was @tricken last Tuesnay night. Mr. Park was 
born in Allegheny City Jan. II. 1820. He was 
the principal proprietor of the Black Diamond 
Steel- Works, the largest in the world, and wae 
the moving spirit of Park. Scott & Co., of the 
Lake Superior Copper- Works, the Pitteburg Lo- 
comotive- Works, the Pittsburg ¥orwe Company, 
and several other enterprises of almost equal 
importance. He leaves an estate valued at $5,- 
000,000. His life was insured for $300,000 in va- 
rious companies. 

Mr. Park was President of the convention of 
lrou manufacturers at Cresson last summer, and 
took a prominent part ip the tariff discussion 
at Washington which resulted iu the adopuon of 
the present law. He commenced business in 
1837 in bis father’s warehouse. James Fark died 
in 1843, and the firm became James Park Jr. & 
Co. In *: 1862, a mill was planted in the 
Twelfth ard where the present Bia 
Diamond Steel- Works are located. The 
first product of the * mili was of 
course altogether the result of experiments, 
and while it was not up to the quality of English 
steel, it would not now be called worthiess. In 
order to secure steel which would be equal to 
the best English article he brought workmen 
over from England, but even then it was found 
that the peupie favored the English steel. Mr. 
Park frequently gave from a quarter to half a 
ton of steel away at atime, but che prejudice 
-gtill existed. urme this time the firm 
instead of making money as they had antici- 
12 were losing every year from 65,000 to 


15.000. Mr. Park secured loans from his friends, 
who mortgaged their property to enable him to 
continue the business, never doubting bis abil- 
ity to produce a steel with which the Am a 
eonsuwers would be fully as well satisfied as 
they were with the Engiis but the losses 
which were yearly swelling t 8 indebted- 
ness so diecouraged and brake tbe faith of his 
partners that they entreated Mr. Park to give 
up the steel business and turn the works into a 
nail-mill. This he refused to do, insisting 
that, with proper methods, materiais, and & 
scientific knowledge of the composition of steel 
ultimate failure was impossible. Some of bis 
partners became so much discouraged that they 
thought be was mentaily deranged, and talked 
of placing ulm in Dixmont Hospital. still he 
continued with untiring efforts until he was 
finally crowned with success. It was sume time 
before the firm recovered from their struggie 
and their losses, and when at the end of their 
first profitable year the bookkee brought in 
a balance-sheet show they 5 made $15,000 
Mr. Park felt that a fortune Was within bis 
reach. He was not mistaken. 


Charles PF. Kelloge- 

At 9 o' clock Friday night Charles P. Keliogg, 
the well-known merchant, passed away in the 
46th year of his life. Mr. Kellogg was born in 
Utica, N. V., in 1837. His father, Palmer V. 
Kellogg, who survives him, was a quarter ofa 
century ago oue of the most prominent public 
men in Utica, N. Y. Ia 1856 the deceased came 
to Chicago, and two years later he became a 
member of the firm of Barrett, King & Co., 
wholesale clothiers, and has been in the same 
business ever since. In 1860 the firm was 
changed into King, Kellogg & Oo., and in 
1862 a change took place which tormed 
the well-known tirm of Charles P. Kellogg & 
Co. The firm will retain the same name bere- 
after. Mr. Kellogg was a model mercbant, a 
good citizen, a true geutleman, and a loving 
husband ana father. 2 four years ago be 
began to feel the approach of consumption—the 
disease that caused his death. He leaves a 
widow, a son, anda daughter to mourn bis de- 
parture. 

The funeral will take place today from his 
late residence, No. 1923 Prairie avenue, and the 
remaios will be taken to Utica, N. ., in the 
afternoon.

It appears from 
the statements made that Miss Beebe was the 
originai prima donna of the company, having 
sung Josepbine in Pinafore when the 
company was first organized, some seasons 
ago. During the second season she 
married R. G. Haskell. of the Boston boot and 
shoe tirm of Canterbury & Haskeil. The mar- 
riage was nota bappy one. as Mr. Haskell'e 
family did not fancy theatrical connections, and 
after atime the lady left der husband, com- 
plaining ot his ill-treatment of her. It is stated 
that at the beginning of the present season Miss 
Ober, manager of the company, was bDesouget 
by ber to eugage ber for a position, but Miss 
Beebe deciares positively that Miss Ober came 
to her and toid ber she could havea good posi- 
tion if she intended to lea ve ner husband. At auy 
rate the contract was signed, and Miss Beebe 
joined the company at New Haven. She says 
she was guite ill and had to leave the company 
at times, and that often she was obliged to sing 
when a pbysician was behind the scenes dosing 
ber with morphine. 

The story goes that she met C. D. Wheeler, the 

busivess mauager of the company, and was with 

him a great deal of the time. ‘bis of course 
led to talk, and in New York afew weeks ago 

Miss Beebe was dismissed, though she said she 

bad just prepared her resignanon to hand in. 

A week or twoafterward Mr. Wheeler was dis- 

charged in Boston and the advance agent, Mr. 

Foster, was put in his place. 

CLAIM AND COUNTERCLAIM. 

One side alleges that Miss Beebe and Mr. 

Wheeler were too iotimate with one another, 

while the other side says that Mr. Wheeler was 

nothing to the lady but a friend. Miss Beebe 
states that Mr. Foster used every endeavor 
to get her in the company, but when he 
found he could not call upon ber in ber room, 
as he expeeted to do, he turned against 
her. This Foster denies in toto, and 
states that Wheeler and she were to- 
ether all the time. She further says that 

r. Foster took her photograph from ber room 

and used to exhibit it in barrooms and botel 

offices asa picture of “my little Beepe.” She 
remonstrated with Miss Ober about it, but re- 
ceived no satisfaction. 

Mr. Haskell, ber husband, has bad a detective 

on her track, and has retained Chester Dawes of 

this city to look after his interests. It is not un- 
likely that a divorce will be the result. Wheeler 
came on here last Saturday and stopped at the 

Chicago European Hotel until Monday night, 

wheo he left for the Hot Springs.

Sr. Lours, Mo., April 21.—{Special.]—Desper- 
ate efforts to bring avout a duel between Joun 
M. Glover and Fraok J. Bowman have been 
making for some days or perhaps two weeks. 
The correspondence that has passed would fill 
| several columns, and the diplomacy of the 
case has been about exbausted. Not 
only that, but both men have continued to do 
everytbiing in the reach of human ingenuity to 
eXasperate each other. The provocations for 
deadly combat have been innumerable, and 
everybody is really surprised that biood has 
not been shed jong before this. It will hardly ao 
to ascribe itto the usual explanation of such 
situadions—namely: hat bluster does not mean 
Oght. Both men dave repeatediy shown that 
they are not afraid ot anybody. Glover bas had 
rough turn-ups with and without weapons, 


atin 


* 


and besides that he comes of a 
fighting family, pugnacions all the way 
through. Though small, he trains in the 


gvVinoasium, ie a Licht Guardsman, and skilled 
in the use of weapons. Bowman is not much 
bigger than a mosquito. but has several times 
dome out first best in combats with 
men of double his size. Moreover 
be is reputed to be a pheoom- 
enal shot with any kind of firearms. 
Probably, both being lawyers, they bave been 
about equally anxious to get through with the 
thing in sume way that would not leave a poor 
defeuse against a criminal prosecution. That 
their hatred is deadly is beyond doubt, and any 
collision that migbt have occurred would un- 
questionabiy have involved deadly intent on 
both sides. 
CAUSE OF THE DIFFICULTY. 

The cause of the difficulty dates back to the 
unfortunate tragedy in which Col. A. W. Slay- 
back lost bis life last fall. Glover was a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination for Con- 
gress from the Ninth District. Col. Slayback 
ook the stump in behalf of his law- 
partner, Col. James O. Broadbead, who secured 
the nomination. In the course of the campaign 
Col. Slay back denounced the Poat- Dispateh, which 
retorted by republishing an old card wien 
Glover had written about Sluyvack long before. 
How Col. Silayback went to che Post- 
Dispatch office and was killed by the editor. 
Jouu A. Cockrill, is still tresu in the memory of 
newspaper readers. W.ben the grand jury 
failed to indict Cockrill, Bowman was employed 
by the Slayback family to conduct a damage 
suit against Cockrill. Glover appeared iu the 
case on the other side, and in the course of a 
long series of deposiuons the two attorneys 
managed to worry each oder in a most exas- 
perating wanner. 


AT DAGGERS DRAWN. 


At times Glover would sit with «n open knife 
in his hand and Bowman with a tigbt ciuteh on 
something concealed in dis breast-pocket. and 
thus, with not more than a yard separating 
them, each would seem to exhaust his ingenuity 
to proveke an attack from the otber, and 
al the same time to preserve Lis ownnerve and 
coolness. Since that cuse was disposed of the 
two have again been pitted against each other 


in the iuntermioabie case for possession of 
the Windsor Hotel property, which 
bas beeu very largely conducted by 


depositions. The opportunities thus offered for 
personal wravgies were eagerly embraced by 
both. The controversy has beeu growing more 
and more bitter, and some two weeks ago Bow- 
man says Glover insuited b.s wife on the street. 
There was tatk of a due! at that time. 


THE “COMBATANTS”? INTERVIEWED. 


Bowman was asked about the matter and re- 
plied: ** As to my private business | bave nota- 
ing to say. I have placed my private affairs in 
the hands of two gentieinen well versed in such 
matters, and who were never known to fall.“ 

The two gentiemen referred to were ascer- 
taived to be Col. C. Price, au ex-Confederate of- 
cer, and R. S. MacDonald, a prominent attor- 
nev. 

Mr. Glover was seen, and he said he had re- 
ceived no challenge. As both men remained ia 
tuwn,and nothing came of it, there was au idea 
that the affairwas more wind than anything 
else. 

It appears, however, that Col. Price, while not 
conveying to Mr. Glover a chalienge. did give 
him bis personal word of honor that if he (Glov- 
er) would place himself beyond the reach of the 
Missouri law, be should not have fifteen min- 
utes to wait for one. 

The piace where a duel — — be fought under 
such circumstances witbout liability to prosecu- 
tion under any anti-dueling act would uaturally 
be the Indian Territory. aud it is supposed chat 
the invitation to go there would be couched in 
such terms as not to be capable of being used 
in Miseouri as evidence to convict under 
the statute clause wh ch provides a penalty for 
leaving the State to ight aduei. The tinesse in 
these matters is of the cambric order—very 
fine, indeed.

THE CHALLENGE. 

The challenge was formally presented Friday 
nignt, and it is claimed Giover had notice that 
Bowman's seconds were took:ng for him before 
he filed the criminal complaint. Glover was 
represented tbrougbout by Capt. Silas Bent and 
Judge T. T. Garrett, formerly of the Court of

Buren Street’s Future and the 
Sireet-Car Accommodations. 
The improvements that will be made in the 


Van 


‘vicinity of the new Board of Trade during the 


nexttwo years will operate to change the char- 
acter of Van Buren street more perbaps than 
any thoreugbiare has been changed since the 
great fire. The mere fact that the board was to 
ve located on Jackson street affected property 
all along Van Buren street from Asbiand 
avenue to the Lake-Front, and prices of realty 
of ail kinds have advanced steadily sines that 
time. Those who have most interest in the 
matter bave no doubt that before many 
years Van Buren street will be almost 
as important an artery of trade as Madison 
street, and all arrangements made by property- 
owners seem to puint tou realizadion of this 
iden. Ove or the best evidences of tue conti- 
dence iu the future of, the street is the fuct ihat 
the officers of the West Division Rallway ure 
aiready casting ubout fora plan to accommodate 
the public in mat vicinity, and at cae sume time 
guther in the stray nickels. As is wen known, 
the company has the rigut of way on the street 
as far east as Michigan avenue, but it turns ali 
of its cars onthe iive at Fifth avenue. For 
some time the company rau transter-cars 
from Fits avenue to Michigan avenue, 
but several years ago itabanduved that, having 
come to the conclusion mat it was a nusauce 
both to itself and the pubic. Now the point 
under considerauon is ho it can Dest cover the 
street witu cars and at the same time accommo- 
dato the puviic. Lhe time uns not come when 
the coumpauy feels that it can aband u the cus- 
tom of running the Van Buren street-cars to 
Randolph street and Michigau avenue; but now 
that the Twelfth street cars run dowa Fita 
avenue, there is no longer any necessity for the 
Vau Buren cars to run tat way, aud another 
route to Randolph and Micoigao avenue is being 
sougbt. The ouly available —_ thoroughfare, 
(unless some arrangement could be made with 
the South Side Company), is Dearborn street, 
and there is no certainty that right of way could 
be vbtuined om tnat street. If it could the com- 
pany would layatrack oa it from Van Buren 
street to KRandolpu, and run its cars on Van 
Buren street as tur east as Deurboru. Tue com- 
pany is in no particuiar barry about changing 
the route, there being no pressing necessity for 
it; but itis not uniikely that an effort will be 
made to secure right of way on Dearborn street 
and (Dat when che time arrives when it is needed 
the company will bein shape to carry passengers 
as far east on Van Buren as Dearvorna street.
